Some  humor 
and  positive  high- 
lights warmed  the 
national  spirit  but 
overall  the  year 
was  marked  by 
natural  and  man- 
made  disasters. 

Mother  Nature 
was  not  kind  to  the 
Americas.  Many 
areas  of  the  coun- 
try were  still 
drought-ridden 
while  floods 
caused  large 
amounts  of  dam- 
age in  eastern 
Texas  in  the  early 
spring. 

Infamous 
Hurricane  Hugo 
cut  a  path  of  mas- 
sive destruction 
through  the  Car- 


ribean,  all  but  de- 
stroying the  Virgin 
Islands  before 
coming  to  shore  at 
Charleston,SC  on 
September 
22,1989,  then 
moving  inland  to 
ravage  Charlotte, 
MC.  While  the  na- 
tion was  still  recov- 
ering from  the 
trauma  of  Hugo, 
the  Bay  Area  of 
northern  Califor- 
nia was  struck  by 
the  second  dead- 
liest quake  in  the 
nation's  history, 
registering  6.9  on 
the  Richter  scale. 
Thus,  both  coasts 
bled  the  nation's 
emergency  disas- 
ter funds  simulta- 


neously. 

Disasters  of 
the  man-made 
kind  abounded  as 
well.  The  year 
began  with  the 
Alaskan  Oil  Spill  as 
the  Exxon  Valdez 
struck  the  Bligh 
Reef  about  25 
miles  from  Valdez, 
Alaska,  spilling  the 
mostoilinU.S.  his- 
tory. The  United 
Airlines  crash  in 
Sioux  City,  Iowa, 
with  1  1  1  fatalities, 
and  the  explosion 
of  a  gun  on  the 
ship  U.S.S.  Iowa, 
with  47  deaths,  re- 
vived shock  in  a 
nation  which  had 
already  had  quite 
enough. 


Many  current 
events  carried  a 
touch  of  the  ab- 
surd. One  of 
America's  greatest 
baseball  players, 
Pete  Rose,  was  ac- 
cused of  gam- 
bling. The  legal 
follies  of  such  ce- 
lebrities as  ZsaZsa 
Qabor  and  Jim 
and  Tammy  Faye 
Baker  provided 
months  of  mind- 
less entertain- 
ment. Panama- 
nian dictator  Man- 
uel Noriega,  pur- 
sued by  invading 
U.S.  troops,  holed 
up    in    the    Papal 


Nuncio  until  he 
was  refused  sanc- 
tuary and  sent  to 
Florida  for  trial. 

The  flag  itself 
ignited  debate 
over  the  summer 
as  the  Supreme 
Court  ruled  that 
flag-burning  was  a 
legal  form  of  pro- 
test under  the  First 
Amendment. 

In  the  positive 
realm,  the  color- 
ful Voyager  flyby 
of  Neptune  was 
the  scientific 
bright  spot  of  the 
year.

Around  the 
world,  de- 
m  o  c  r  a  c  y 
achieved  crucial 
victories  in  several 
countries  as  the 
iron  curtain  began 
to  open. 

The  trend  be- 
gan in  mid  -April, 
when  thousands  of 
Chinese  students 
expressed  their  de- 
sire for  democracy 
despite  govern- 
ment opposition. 
The  demonstra- 
tions peaked  on 
Nay   15  when  So- 


viet leader  Mikhail 
Gorbachev  visited 
the  communist 
country.  Close  to 
one  million  people 
gathered  in 

Tienanmen 
Square  in  down- 
town Beijing.They 
erected  a  thirty- 
three-foot  high 
replica  of  the 
Statue  of  Liberty, 
the  Goddess  of  De- 
mocracy. 

Sadly,  it  was 
soon  destroyed 
when  martial  law 
was  declared  on 


May  20.  Troops 
opened  fire  on 
the  students  and 
civilians  in  the 
Square,  killing 
and  wounding 
thousands. 

II  owe  ver , 
other  countries 
were  more  demo- 
cratically progres- 
sive. For  in- 
stance, in  Poland 
the  Solidarity 
movement  was 
finally  victorious 
in  Poland's  first 
free  election  in 
years.    Once   an 


outlaw,  the  move- 
ment's leader, 
Walesa,  became  a 
national  hero. 

Other  Eastern 
Bloc  countries  ex- 
perienced equally 
turbulent  change. 
Czechoslovakia's 
communist  lead- 
ers were  replaced, 
and  Hungary's  gov- 
ernment was  re- 
formed. 

The  iron  cur- 
tain opened  wider 
yet  on  November 
9,  when  East  Ger- 
many lifted  travel 


restrictions  be- 
tween the  east  and 
west,  causing  the 
Berlin  Wall  to 
crumble.  This 
awed  millions  as  its 
repercussions 
were  unfathom- 
able. The  world 
was  witness  to  an 
incredible,  unpre- 
dictable year.

On  April  15,  nearly  one 
million  pro-democ- 
racyprotestersfloodedinto 
Tiananmen  Square,  Bei- 
jing, China.  The  demon- 
strators, many  of  whom 
were  students,  called  for 
more  social  liberty  and  a 
stop  to  political  corrup- 
tion. On  May  20,  martial 
law  was  enacted,  and  on 
June  3,  troops  attacked  the 
demonstrators  to  reclaim 
Tiananmen  Square  from 
protestors  and  sympa- 
thetic citizens.  The  gov- 
ernment claimed  that 
there  were  only  3,600  fa- 
talities, mostly  soldiers. 
However,  according  to  the 
Chinese  Red  Cross,  some 
3600  people  were  killed 
and  60,000  were  wounded.

democratic  progress.  The 
Solidarity  labor  move- 
ment requested  even  more 
aid,  insisting  extra  funds 
were  necessary  and  prom- 
ising to  not  waste  the 
money  as  had  happened  in 
the  past.  Bush  and  Walesa 
signed  the  "V"  for  victory 
to  the  crowds,  a  mark  fre- 
quently used  by  Solidari- 
tyactivists. 


fT-he  Berlin  Wall  began 
2.  to  collapse  on  No- 
vember 9  when  East  Ger- 
many allowed  emigration 
to  the  West.  Thousands  of 
East  Germans  poured  into 
West  Germany  within 
hours,  creating  over- 
whelming economic,  so- 
cial and  political  effects  on 
all  of  Europe.  East  Ger- 
many's actions  served  as  a 
catalystforpolitical  reform 
in  other  Eastern  Bloc  coun- 


ty-rom  January  to  August, 
J  more  than  61,000  fled 
Vietnam  to  Hong  Kong  in 
boats.  The  "economic  mi- 
grants" suffered  from  chol- 
era in  the  poverty  condi- 
tions in  Hong  Kong  and 
neighboring  islands.  Viet- 
nam encouraged  refugees 
to  return  without  fearing 
punishment,  although 
only  260  returned. 


f-Tjrnpcror  Hirohito  of 
zL>  Japan,  the  last  remain- 
ing World  War  II  leader, 
died  on  January  7.  His 
death  marked  the  end  of 
the  Mciji  Rule. 


On  June  3,  Ayatollah 
Ruhollah  Khomeini 
died.

Theclubjoinedina 
flurry  of  charitable 
work,  she  added,  in- 
cluding the  "March  of 
Dimes  walk-a-thon,  sock 
drives,  fasts  for  the  hun- 
gry, bell-ringing  for  the 
Salvation  Army,  and  so 
on!" 

Casino  night  and 
care-package-  delivery 
program    entertained 


residents  while  aiding 
Acts  19:11,  a  therapeu- 
tic horse  camp  for  dis- 
abled children. 

BACCHUS  (Boost 
Alcohol  Consciousness 
Concerning  the  Health 
of  University  Students) 
"promoted  responsible 
decisions  concerning  the 
use  of  alcohol,"  said  ad- 
viser Greg  Becker. 
Placed  in  the  top  five 
BACCHUS  organizations 
in  the  country,  C.C. 
stressed  that  it  was  not 
against  drinking,  but  it 
"avoided  reinforcing  ir- 
responsible behavior." 

In  keeping  with  this 
goal,  BACCHUS  pro- 
moted Alcohol  Aware- 
ness Week,  a  designated 
driver  program,  the 
"trained  server  program," 
and    educational    pro- 


grams. "There's  a  lot 
more  to  responsible 
drinking  than  choosing 
whether  or  not  to  drive 
afterwards." 

The  40  KEEP  mem- 
bers Kared  Enough 
about  Elderly  People  to 
become  "more  active 
and  less  independent" 
than  in  previous  years, 
commented  co-chair 
AnnEudeikis.  They  held 
three  meetings  per 
month,  dedicating  their 
services  to  opening 
lines  of  communication 
between  generations. 
The  club,  affiliated  with 
Colorado  Springs  Silver 
Key,  sponsored  the  "se- 
cret pal"  and  "Dial-a- 
Friend"  programs.  "It's 
amazing  to  see  how  you 
can  affect  someone's 
life  just  by  writing  a  let- 


ter," observed  Eudeikis. 

KEEP  concentrated 
on  working  with  elderly 
people  in  the  commu- 
nity, not  in  nursing 
homes. 

KRCC,  at  age  38  the 
oldest  non-commercial 
radio  station  in  Colo- 
rado, served  the  cam- 
pus and  local  commu- 
nity by  broadcasting  "al- 
ternative music"  and  five 
hours  of  news  a  day. 
The  station's  material 
was  "aimed  at  intelligent 
people  -  we  make  no 
apologies  for  that,"  said 
station  manager  Mario 
Valdez.  Ten  students 
and  three  alumni  staffed 
the  mikes  and  other 
equipment,  reflecting  an 
audience  in  its  late  20's 
to  early  30's.

Four  service  or- 
ganizations shared  the 
common  goal  of  work- 
ing towards  the  good  of 
both  the  campus  and 
the  global  community. 

Environmental  Ac- 
tion, known  as  ENACT, 
was  responsible  for  the 
active  campus  recycling 
program.  Their  core 
group,  made  up  of 
about  20  members,  in- 
volved the  entire  cam- 
pus in  their  projects. 

In  addition  to  coor- 
dinating the  recycling 
sheds,  which  always 
seemed  to  be  full  of 
cans,  paper,  and  glass, 
ENACT  also  took  part  in 


the  Monument  Creek 
Cleanup,  among  other 
environmentally  helpful 
activities. 

Another  group  in- 
volved with  nature  was 
the  Outdoor  Recreation 
Committee,  "  a  semi- 
organized  group  of  out- 
door leaders,"  com- 
mented Kelli  Deeter. 
O.R.C.  led  groups  of 
students  into  the  wil- 
derness, through  des- 
erts and  up  mountains. 

O.R.C.  was  also  re- 
sponsible for  the 
F.O.O.T.  (First-Year  Out- 
door Orientation  Trips) 
which  attracted  150 
first-years    to    unique 


destinations. 

In  Volunteer  Action, 
on  theother  hand,  many 
students  put  in  their  vol- 
unteer  hours  just  play- 
ing -  with  their  "little 
kids."  After  a  Brown 
Bag  Luncheon,  they 
spent  an  afternoon 
every  other  week  get- 
ting to  know  children 
aged  9  to  12.  Many  stu- 
dents, including  Dale 
Peterson,  Laura  Shank- 
land,  and  Ethan  Hem- 
ming, looked  forward  to 
their  "play  sessions" 
through  the  entire  week. 

Amnesty  Interna- 
tional, however,  fo- 
cused   more    globally 


than  locally.  After  re- 
structuring and  adding 
new  members  at  the 
start  of  the  year,  the 
group  was  soon  down 
to  business,  "working  for 
the  fundamental  right 
of  people  to  be  free  from 
torture  and  imprison- 
ment for  their  political 
beliefs,"  as  Kathy 
Kinslow  explained. 
Members  wrote  letters 
to  express  their  concern 
for  political  prisoners, 
and  to  show  offending 
governments  that 
"someone  was  watch- 
ing."

Livesounds  spon- 
sored performances  of 
a  variety  of  music,  de- 
signed to  stimulate 
music  interests  in  the 
Colorado  College  com- 
munity. One  of  the  most 
popular  concerts  was 
entitled  Classical  In- 
dian Music. 

Arts  &  Crafts  of- 
fered classes  in  jewelry 
making,  stained  glass, 
ceramics,  batik,  paper- 
making,  calligraphy, 
weaving,  photography, 
and  pottery.

INDIVIDUALS 


Groups  as  diverse 
as  the  Chess  Club, 
Aikido,  GALA  and 
A.S.I.A.  encouraged  the 
right  of  individuality  and 
the  dignity  of  the  self. 

Members  of  the 
Chess  Club  played  "just 
for  fun,  glory,  and 
money  on  Wednesdays 
~  especially  glory,"  testi- 
fied Myles  Keegan. 

"The  idea  is  this: 
people  play  chess  in  or- 
der to  fulfill  an  emo- 
tional need.  This  need 
arises  out  of  a  desire  to 
have  some  form  of  ob- 
jective control  in  this 
chaotic  world." 

The  Leisure  Pro- 
gram donated  money 
for  a  special  two-day 
chess  tournament  in  No- 
vember. Keegan  came 


in  first  place  and  won 
the  grand  prize  of  $75. 

Aikido,  literally 
"Harmony"  /  "Spirit"  / 
"Way",  was  a  martial  art 
"a  little  different  from 
most,"  noted  Deborah 
Dixon.  Its  techniques 
emphasized  the  use  of 
one's  inner  flow  of 
energy,  or  "ki,"  rather 
than  brute  strength,  to 
defeat  the  opponent. 

"Aikido  is  a  young 
martial  art,  possibly  the 
youngest  discipline 
widely  practiced,"  she 
added.  Liesl  King  and 
Ben  Trissel  led  the 
classes  while  regular  in- 
structor Jeff  Noblett 
studied  more  advanced 
techniques  in  Japan. 

GALA  (Gay  and 
Lesbian        Alliance) 


served  a  dual  purpose 
in  increasing  awareness 
of  the  issues  that  affect 
gays,  lesbians,  and  bi- 
sexuals;  and  providing 
emotional  and  moral 
support  for  homosexu- 
als and  bisexuals  "com- 
ing out."  "We  try  to  func- 
tion as  a  family,"  ex- 
plained Tanya  liickey. 

GALA  strived  to 
achieve  official  minor- 
ity status  for  gays  and 
lesbians  on  campus, 
with  the  protection  from 
discrimination  and 
other  support  such 
status  would  bring. 

The  40  active  mem- 
bers coordinated  the 
observance  of  Gay  Pride 
Week  in  April,  concerts, 
panel  discussions,  and 
"straight  night,"  a  one- 


evening  support  group 
for  friends  or  relatives 
of  non-heterosexuals. 

A.S.I.A.  (Associa- 
tion of  Students  Inter- 
ested in  Asia)  also  held 
the  goal  of  providing  a 
support  group  for  its  mi- 
nority-group members 
and  increasing  aware- 
ness of  pertinent  issues 
campuswide. 

"The  group  has 
found  more  productiv- 
ity this  year  than  in  the 
past,"  stated  President 
Rob  Simms.  Its  50 
members  met  twice  a 
block  at  such  places  as 
the  Denver  Buddhist 
Temple,  promoting  in- 
teraction and  relation- 
ships between  Cauca- 
sian and  Asian  students.

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Of  the  many  or- 
ganizations on  campus, 
there  were  some  whose 
primary  goal  was  to 
work  for  the  benefit  of 
the  student  body.  Per- 
haps the  most  promi- 
nent of  these  were  the 
Honor  Council,  STAR- 
Core,  S/AA,  and  CCCA. 

The  Honor  Council 
was  an  essential  part  of 
C.C.  academics.  Six- 
teen students  were 
members  of  the  coun- 
cil. The  purpose  of  the 
Honor  Council  was  to 
educate  students  about 
the  school's  honor 
code.  They  strived  to 
show  students  how  the 
honor  code  applied  to 
their  coursework  and 
what  their  responsibili- 
ties were  regarding  the 
code. 

The  other  purpose 
of  the  Honor  Council 
was  to  enforce  the  code 
when  necessary.  When 
a  violation  did  occur, 
the  accused  was  put  be- 
fore the  council  for  a 
hearing.  On  a  first  of- 
fense, a  guilty  verdict 
often  resulted  in  a  fail- 
ing grade  for  the  course 


while  a  second  offense 
often  resulted  in  expul- 
sion from  the  school. 

STARCore  was  the 
organization  on  campus 
responsible  for  attract- 
ing high  school  students 
to  C.C.  There  were  es- 
sentially two  branches 
of  STARCore.  The  larger 
group  was  comprised  of 
volunteer  students  who 
hosted  prospective  stu- 
dents overnight. 

The  second  branch 
was  somewhat  smaller 
and  was  responsible  for 
campus  tours.  Sopho- 
mores, juniors,  and 
seniors  had  to  apply  for 
the  positions.  Once  ac- 
cepted, they  gave  one 
or  two  campus  tours  per 
block  and  attended  con- 
ferences around  the 
country  to  promote  C.C. 
to  high  school  students. 

S/AA  worked  with 
the  other  side  of  the  C.C. 
experience,  the  alumni. 
They  worked  "to  increase 
campus-wide  awareness 
and  knowledge  about 
alumni  and  their  rela- 
tionship with  the  col- 
lege. They  also  encour- 
aged  participation      in 


student,  alumni,  and 
community  activities 
throughout  the  coun- 
try.'' 

Some  of  the  activi- 
ties that  S/AA  organized 
were  the  legacy  lunch- 
eon, the  adopt-a-stu- 
dent  program,  Home- 
coming, and  various 
alumni  events. 

CCCA,  however, 
was  probably  the  most 
visible  of  these  groups. 
CCCA,  or  the  Colorado 
College  Campus  Asso- 
ciation, was  essentially 
the  student  govern- 
ment. The  governing 
body  was  comprised  of 
five  executive  members 
and  twelve  members-at- 
large.  These  officials 
were  elected  by  the  stu- 
dent body  and  served 
as  a  liason  between  the 
students,  the  faculty, 
and  the  administration. 

The  CCCA  budg- 
eted money  for  most 
campus  groups.  They 
also  appointed  the  stu- 
dent members  of  the 
numerous  student/fac- 
ulty committees.  In 
addition,  they  moni- 
tored food  service  and 


residential  life. 

During  the  Decem- 
ber elections,  contro- 
versial debates  raged 
over  proposed  changes 
in  the  organization  of 
student  representation. 
Walter  Keller  and  Mau- 
reen Coll  proposed 
Campus  Congress  to 
increase  representation 
by  creating  districts.  The 
Resident  Hall  Associa- 
tion, largely  organized 
byMaryQuinn,  involved 
representatives  from 
wings  and  small  houses. 
Public  vote  ended  the 
discussion  by  choosing 
the  CCCA  supported 
RHA  program.

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COMMITTEES 


As  part  of  the  wide 
student  involvement  on 
campus,  manystudents 
were  members  of  stu- 
dent/faculty commit- 
tees. On  these  commit- 
tees, students  worked 
with  faculty  members 
to  oversee  a  wide  vari- 
ety of  activities  on 
campus.  These  commit- 
tees ranged  from  the 
Academic  Program 
Committee  to  the  Lei- 
sure Program  Policy 
Committee  and  the  Ca- 
reer Services  Commit- 
tee to  the  Student  Writ- 
ing Committee. 

Students  were 
named  to  these  groups 
by  the  CCCA.  They  had 
to  go  through  a  rigorous 
application   and   inter- 


view procedure.  Each 
student  may  serve  on, 
at  most,  two  commit- 
tees. 

One  of  the  most 
visible  groups  was  the 
Admissions  Policy  Com- 
mittee which  oversees 
the  admissions  to  the 
college.  Also  important 
was  the  Financial  Aid 
Committee  which  dealt 
with  financial  aid 
awards. 

Some  committees 
with  specialized  con- 
cerns were  the  Foreign 
Studies  Committee,  the 
Southwest  Studies 
Committee,  and  the 
Women's  Concerns 
Committee.  The  Minor- 
ity Concerns  Commit- 
tee was  involved  in  re- 


cruiting minority  stu- 
dents. They  were  also 
concerned  with  increas- 
ing the  number  of  mi- 
nority students  and  aid- 
ing them  once  they  get 
here. 

The  General  Educa- 
tion Committee  was  re- 
sponsible for  oversee- 
ingthe  thematic  minors. 
The  Library  and  Teach- 
ing Resources  Commit- 
tee discussing  pro- 
posed additions  to  Tutt 
Library  including  ex- 
panding current  com- 
puter facilities. 

Other  committees 
included  the  All-  College 
Committee  on  Selective 
Divestment,  the  Athlet- 
ics Board,  the  Commit- 
tee on  Instruction,  the 
Dean's  Advisory  Com- 
mittee and  the  Endowed 
Lectures  Committee. 

The  Venture  Grant 
Funds  Committee 
awarded  venture  grants 
to  student  applicants. 
These  funded  inde- 
pendent student  proj- 
ects such  as  a  trip  to

The  Student  Con- 
duct Committee  was  re- 
sponsible for  dealing 
with  infractions  of  non- 
academic  school  policy 
such  as  defacing  any 
school  property. 

There  are  also  sev- 
eral strictly  student 
committees. One  of 
these  was  the  Traffic 
Committee.  Another 
was  the  Food  Service 
Committee  which 
served  as  a  liason  be- 
tween the  students  and 
Marriott.  Also  there  was 
the  Student  Health  Ad- 
visory Board  whose 
purpose  was  to  be  a  go- 
between  for  students 
and  the  staff  of  the 
health  center.  They 
were  primarily  respon- 
sible for  the  change  to 
vegetarian  meals  served 
in  Bemis. 

All  of  these  com- 
mittees represented  the 
wide  variety  of  student 
involvement,  as  well  as 
the  great  working  rela- 
tionship between  CC 
students  and  faculty.

A  plethora  of  char- 
acters encouraged  emo- 
tional and  creative 
health. 

The  Body  Image 
Support  network  cre- 
ated seven  support 
groups  for  women.  The 
groups  met  weekly  with 
peer  facilitators  to  dis- 
cuss such  topics  as 
social  pressure,  low  self- 
esteem,  weight  anxiety, 
compulsive  behavior, 
stress,  competition,  and 
jealousy.  Rosemerry 
Wahtola  described  BlSri 
as  a  "positive  outlet  for 
anger,  depression,  and 
confusion  resulting 
from  the  media  and 
society,"  offering  "alter- 


natives to  self-destruc- 
tive behaviors."  The 
support  group  format 
was  chosen  for  its 
"closed,  confidential, 
and  trust-building"  en- 
vironment. 

Enthusiasts  of  SCA, 
the  Society  for  Creative 
Anachronism,  recre- 
ated "the  culture  and 
ceremony  of  the  Middle 
Ages,"  explained  Lauren 
Brown.  The  C.C.  chap- 
ter, "The  College  of 
Tyger's  Keep,"  concen- 
trated on  fighting  and 
"arts  and  sciences." 
Fighters  practiced  and 
competed  in  heavy 
weapons  -  swords, 
shields,  armour,  and  so 


on;  and  swashbuckling 
with  foils  and  rapiers. 

Group  members 
emphasized  that  the 
arts  and  sciences  were 
at  least  as  important  to 
the  SCA  as  the  fighters. 
Students  pursued  such 
arts  as  herbalism,  ar- 
mor-making, music, 
dance,  calligraphy,  and 
cookery.  The  customs 
of  royalty  and  peerage 
were  integral  to  the  spirit 
of  SCA,  replete  with  per- 
sonages like  barons, 
dukes,  knights,  and  at 
the  national  level,  even 
a  king  or  queen.

"Activism"  was  the 
key  word  four  student 
organizations  at  C.C 
used  with  pride. 

Sheltered  Lives 
members  talked  about 
the  difference  between 
activism  and  volunteer- 
ism  in  their  work  with 
the  homeless.  "We  don't 
consider  ourselves  vol- 
unteers because  we 
want  to  create  social 
change,  not  social  com- 
pensation." Sheltered 
Lives  started  a  women's 
support  group,  got  to- 
gether a  "rotating  secu- 
rity deposit  fund,"  and 
rustled  up  food  for  the 
Homeless  Shelter. 


College  Citizens 
Active  for  Peace  (CCAP) 
and  the  Colorado  Col- 
lege Community 
Against  Apartheid 
(CCCAA)  joined  hands 
this  year  for  the  protest 
outside  the  November 
Board  of  Trustees  meet- 
ing, building  a  shanty- 
town  along  with  the 
Black  Student  Union, 
and  sponsoring  a  week- 
long  fast.  "We  put  the 
shantytown  outside  of 
Worner  to  spur  political 
activism.  We  wanted 
people  to  know  that  a 
personal  action  they 
could  take  was  politi- 
cal," said  a  member  of 


CCAP.  CCCAA  also 
sponsored  letter-writing 
campaigns  and  research 
on  specific  companies 
in  the  CC  portfolio.  Many 
students  participated  in 
the  "Apartheid  for  a  Day" 
activity,  in  which  stu- 
dents were  segregated. 
Commented  one  stu- 
dent choosing  a  "non- 
European"  label,  "I  guess 
it's  time  to  stop  going  in 
front  doors." 

The  Feminist  Collec- 
tive assisted  with  the  Pro- 
choice  campaign  along- 
side the  CC  chapter  of 
the  national  Abortion 
Rights  Action  League 
(MARAL).  This  year  as 
well  as  "...sitting  around 
hating  men,"  said 
Christine  Mack,  the 
Feminist  Collective  tried 
to  "...activate  this  cam- 
pus on  the  issues,"  es- 
pecially the  renewed 
pro-choice  discussion.

more  "intimate  oppor- 
tunities to  discuss  opin- 
ions and  ideas."  The 
group  sponsored  a  large 
presentation  on  Colo- 
rado Politics  1990  and 
Beyond,  which  featured 
two  prominent  journal- 
ists and  a  roundtable 
discussion  between  two 
legislators.  Twilight 
Talks  in  Lennox  starred 
various  CC  and  visiting 
professors.

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Overcoming  Obstacles 


The  year  was 
rough  for  the  Greek  or- 
ganizations.  The 
trouble  began  when  a 
faculty  committee,  dis- 
cussing the  priorities 
for  the  future  of  the 
college,  called  for  the 
end  of  the  Greeks,  hop- 
ing the  residential  and 
extracurricular  pro- 
grams would  lean 
more  towards  the  edu- 
cational purposes  of 
the  college. 

Although  not  a 
final  decision,  the 
proposal  created  a 
wave  of  controversy 
through  the  school. 
The  dissent  of  the 
campus  was  evident 
from  the  letters  and 
articles  written  weekly 
in  The  Catalyst.  Many 
letters  pointed  out  that 
the  social  activities  on 
campus  were  almost 
solely  based  on  the 
Greek  system.  The  ar- 
ticles also  stressed  the 
different  philanthro- 
pies the  sororities  and 
fraternities  sponsored. 
Students  pointed  out 
that  some  of  the  most 
active  people  on  cam- 
pus belonged  to  Greek 
organizations. 

With  all  the  nega- 
tive publicity  circulat- 
ing the  campus,  the 


Greeks  themselves 
started  a  drive  to  im- 
prove their  image. 
Many  students  were 
seen  wearing  Greek 
sweatshirts  and  T- 
shirts  to  show  pride  in 
their  organization. 
The  Greek  Panhellanic 
council  created  a 
video  to  prevent  haz- 
ing. 

The  Greeks  also 
sponsored  activities 
along  with  other  or- 
ganizations. Sororities 
participated  in  events 
with  members  of  the 
feminist  collective. 
Fraternities  were  in- 
volved in  helping  sev- 
eral volunteer  organi- 
zations.   Both  raised 


money  for  the  preven- 
tion of  domestic  vio- 
lence and  for  helping 
the  homeless.  A  holi- 
day wreath  was  placed 
in  Worner  Center  and 
decorated  with  the 
names  of  those  who 
made  contributions  to 
a  center  for  the  pre- 
vention of  domestic 
violence.  The  BASH 
(Becoming  Aware  and 
Supporting  the  Home- 
less), was  a  dance 
sponsored  by  the 
Panhellanic  Council, 
and  the  funds  raised 
were  used  to  help  the 
homeless  in  the  Colo- 
rado Springs  commu- 
nity. The  proceeds 
were  intended  for  a  stu- 


dent fund  to    benefit 
individuals  and 

families  on  the  brink 
of  poverty  by  helping 
them  make  a  down 
payment  on  a  house. 
Although  the 
Greek  system  seemed 
to  be  fighting  an  uphill 
battle,  members 
improved  their  image 
in  the  campus 
community.  The 
school  administration 
encouraged  the 
Greeks  to  maintain  a 
positive  image  by  con- 
tinuingto  sponsor  pro- 
grams aiding  important 
causes,  as  well  as  pro- 
viding the  social  enter- 
tainment on  campus.

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"Doing  it  C.C.  style" 
meant  learning  about 
other  cultures,  and 
Professor  Armin 
Wishard  wanted  to  do 
just  that.  Hot  only  had 
he  been  chair  of  the 
German/Russian  de- 
partment since  1979, 
but  he  was  also  co- 
chair  of  the  Foreign 
Study  Committee,  a 
Fulbright  adviser,  and 
founder  of  the  ex- 
change program  to 
Liineberg.  Wishard 
considered  foreign 
study  an  important  part 
of  a  student's  educa- 
tion. As  Fulbright  ad- 
viser, he  helped  gradu- 
ate students  formulate 
research  projects  to  be 


carried  out  in  other 
countries.  As  co-chair 
of  the  Foreign  Study 
Committee,  Wishard 
reviewed  students' 
requests  to  study 
abroad. 

Another  goal  Pro- 
fessor Wishard  had  for 
C.C.  was  internation- 
alizing the  College.  He 
made  a  start  by  form- 
ing the  Russian  House,, 
and  by  implementing 
Japanese  and  Chinese 
as  classes  on  the  Block 
Plan. 

To  Wishard,  these 
concerns  really  hit 
home.  He  was  born 
and  raised  in  Austria 
and  still  has  family  in 
Austria  and  East  Ger- 


many. The  recent  po- 
litical reforms  in  East 
Germany  therefore 
were  important  to  him. 
He  returned  to  Europe 
often  with  the  ex- 
change program  and 
also  to  visit  relatives. 
An  amusing  anec- 
dote stemmed  from 
one  such  visit.  Accord- 
ing to  a  former  student 
of  Professor  Wishard's, 
one  day  he  gave  the 
class  a  lesson  on  how 
to  smuggle  items  in 
and  out  of  East  Ger- 
many. On  a  trip  to  see 
his  uncle  in  East  Ger- 
many, he  was  taking 
his  uncle  a  copy  of  an 
American  magazine 
that  was  not  on  the  list 


of  approved  published 
materials  for  import 
into  East  Germany. 
When  he  was  stopped 
at  the  border,  he 
merely  pretended  not 
to  understand  any 
German.  After  the 
guards'  several  unsuc- 
cessful attempts  to 
communicate  and  af- 
ter some  choice  re- 
marks about  Ameri- 
cans, he  was  allowed 
to  pass  intot  Germany 
with  his  uncle's  gift. 

For  Wishard,  tak- 
ing charge  to  realize 
the  goals  he  envi- 
sioned for  the  College 
was,  ultimately,  doing 
it  C.C.  style.

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life."  It  had  a  profound 
effect  on  Ted,  though. 
"I'm  not  at  all  sure  that 
I  would  have  corne 
back  to  C.C.  to  teach, 
had  I  not  experienced 
the  Block  Plan  first 
hand.  That  really  fright- 
ens off  a  lot  of  pro- 
spective professors,  I 
believe." 

Ted  was  not  sure 
about  the  cutback  to 
eight  blocks,  but  was 
very  pleased  aboutthe 
symposium. 

In  his  7th  year  as  a 
physical  chemist  in  the 
C.C.  chemistry  depart- 
ment, Ted  worked  on 
several  independent 
research  projects.  One 
such  project  was  in- 
spired by  a  senior 
geology  major's  sen- 
iorthesis  several  years 
ago.  Ted  spent  many 


hours  constructing  a 
computer  model  of 
the  cooling  of  volcanic 
magna  trapped  under 
the  upper  hardened 
layer.  Ted  pointed 
out, That  was  really  a 
lot  of  fun.  If  any  other 
student  ever  showed 
any  interest,  it  would 
be  interesting  to  start 
that  up  again."  He  also 
had  some  work  go  to 
print  recently  based  on 
some  exotic  laser  spec- 
troscopy work  done 
during  the  summer. 

In  addition  to  his 
academic  duties,  he 
also  served  on  the 
General  Education 
Committee  and  sang 
in  the  large  C.C.  Choir. 

He  said  he  really 
loves  teaching  "as  long 
as  some  of  the  stu- 
dents are  awake...  I'm 


still  rather  new  at  this . 
I  don't  have  a  set  plan 
that  I  follow.  I  don't 
keep  my  notes  from 
block  to  block.  For  in- 
stance, every  time  I 
teach  Chemistry  107, 
it's  different." 

Ted  professed  he 
doesn't  have  nearly  as 
much  time  to  be  in- 
volved as  he  used  to 
have.  He  is  married 
and  has  two  children, 
a  third-grader  and  a 
kindergartener.

Department  was  not 
only  dedicated  to 
teaching  students  but 
also  to  opening  their 
minds.  One  way  he  did 
this  was  by  broaden- 
ing his  own  teaching 
range.  He  taught  many 
interdisciplinary 
courses  in  addition  to 
his  regular  load  of  Re- 
ligion courses.  Two 
such  classes  were 
"Science,  Religion,  and 
Society"  and  "Perspec- 
tives on  the  Western 
Tradition."  The  latter 
course  he  co-taught 
with  Keith  Kester,  a 
Chemistry  professor. 
Professors  Pickle  and 


Kester  also  co-wrote 
a  book  entitled  5c/- 
ence  and  Religion.  Ac- 
cording to  Pickle,  the 
book  dealt  with  con- 
flicts between  the  two 
different  approaches 
of  the  subjects. 

In  addition  to  ex- 
posing students  to 
these  conflicts,  Pickle 
encouraged  students 
to  experience  other 
cultures.  During  the 
summer  of  1989, 
Professor  Pickle  took 
students  to  Zim- 
babwe, Africa.  The 
students  stayed  with 
families  and  went  to 
the  University  of  Zim- 
babwe. According  to 
Pickle,  the  students 


were  well  received  and 
that  "the  program  was 
set  up  for  students  to 
learn  about  the  other 
issues  in  that  area 
besides  divestment 
and  apartheid."  The 
program  was  so  suc- 
cessful that  the  ACM 
program  added  it  to  its 
roster  of  countries  for 
the  year  1991. 

Off  campus,  Pro- 
fessor Pickle  was  in- 
volved in  many  other 
organizations  and  ac- 
tivities. He  was  at  vari- 
ous points  in  his  ca- 
reer the  chair  of  major 
committees,  and  he 
was  a  foreign  student 
advisor.  He  supported 
the  ISO  and  helped  to 


establish  the  campus 
chapter  of  Amnesty  In- 
ternational. He  was  a 
member  of  the  Schaef- 
fer  Fund  for  Catholic 
studies  and  advisor  for 
the  Mellon  fellowship 
candidates.  He  was 
also  appointed  by  the 
governor  to  the  Colo- 
rado State  Board  of 
Health  to  monitor  state 
regulation  programs 
and  professional  eth- 
ics issues. 

Through  his  ac- 
tivities, Professor 
Pickle  has  shown  his 
dedication  to  the  stu- 
dents of  Colorado  Col- 
lege as  well  as  to  the 
Colorado  community.

about  teaching." 

"I  like  teaching 
where  I  can  put  sci- 
ence in  the  context  of 
history,  rather  than 
isolating  it  from  lib- 
eral arts.  It  is  a  myth 
that  physics  is  just 
nuts  and  bolts  train- 
ing for  a  career,"  he 
added. 

Dick  voted  for  the 
Block  Plan  in  1969, 
but  admitted  that  the 
Physics  Department 
had  to  make  a  few  ad- 


justments. "We  real- 
ized how  much  time 
we  were  stealing  from 
other  departments 
with  semesters." 

"I  like  being  able 
to  snuggle  down  with 
a  subject,"  Dick  com- 
mented, remember- 
ing the  excitement  of 
preparing  for  change 
to  the  Block  Plan.  "I 
like  the  way  a  class 
takes  off  and  flies  in 
only  a  few  days,  in- 
stead of  a  few  weeks 


on  a  semester  plan." 
The  goal  of  a  lib- 
eral arts  education  to 
Dick  was  finding  "good 
questions  and  good 
answers,"  and  distin- 
guishing them  from 
"other  questions  and 
answers." 

Dick  was  a  mem- 
ber of  two  campus 
choirs,  as  well  as  the 
President  of  the  Colo- 
rado Springs  Chorale. 
Musical  involvement 
was  extremely  impor- 


tant in  his  view  of 
liberal  arts. 

"Teaching  at 
C.C.  has  just  been 
all  dessert  - 1  cannot 
imagine  landing  in  a 
better  place,"  Dick 
concluded. 

"I  look  forward 
to  more  of  the  same, 
and  if  Don  Jenkins 
directs  works  by 
Francis  Poulenc 
every  now  and  then 
I'll  be  happy!"

"It  can't  have  been 
thirty  years!"  cried  Don 
Jenkins  when  his  col- 
leagues reminded  of 
his  arrival  at  in  1960. 

It  was  true.  After 
graduating  from  Ober- 
lin  with  Dick  Hilt  in 
1958,  Don  (choosing 
to  be  addressed  by  his 
first  name)  earned  his 
M.A.  in  vocal  music  at 
Juilliard. 

"I  came  to  C.C. 
because  I  wanted  to 
come  west,"  Don  ex- 
plained. "C.C.  wanted 
somebody  with  expe- 
rience in  voice  teach- 
ing, choral  directing 
and  opera  workshop." 

In  1969,  Don 
voted   for   the   Block 


Plan,  although  it  con- 
tributed to  the  end  of  a 
favorite  task,  the  Tour 
Choir,  which  held  its 
fourth  reunion  at 
Homecoming. 

"The  Chapel  Choir 
was  great,  too,"  Don 
reminisced.  He  and 
Dick  Hilt  recalled  their 
Sunday  hikes  with  the 
choir.  "We  came  to 
Chapel  in  jeans  and 
hiking  boots  under  our 
robes,  and  we  took  off 
for  the  mountains 
immediately  after." 

Don  remembered 
the  trips,  "I  would  cook 
something,  and  we 
would  get  back  late  -  it 
was  always  dark.

pretty  late." 

Don  had  many 
favorite  pieces  that  he 
has  performed  over 
the  years,  but  said  he 
enjoys  "whatever  I'm 
working  on"  the  most.

Bell  Labs  redistributes

DiCenzo  put  it,  "the 
earth  swallows  all 
traces  of  you  when  you 
leave  there." 

As  a  temporary 
professor,  DiCenzo 
brought  what  many 
temporary  profs  hired 
for  heavy  course  loads 
or  sabbatical  replace- 
ments bring:  a  fresh 
view  of  her  subject 
matter  and  of  how  it 


should  be  taught. 

Her  research  lab 
experience  lead  her  to 
say,  "I  have  a  different 
outlook  on  what  will 
turn  people  into  physi- 
cists, what  skills  are 
important...  when  a 
student  knows  some- 
thing." 

In  1990,  DiCenzo 
left  C.C.  for  a  tenure- 
track  position  at  UCCS. 
She  said  she  would 


miss  the  small  classes 
and  informal  environ- 
ment at  C.C,  but  job 
security  was  a  major 
draw. 

David  Fin  ley,  Dean 
of  the  College,  com- 
mented on  this  inevi- 
table loss  of  tempo- 
rary faculty,  "By  and 
large  we  get  wonderful 
people,  and  I  feel  sorry 
to  lose  them."

There  is  no  single 
Colorado  College 
"style."  In  fact  a  source 
of  our  strength  is  the 
diversity  to  be  found 
at  the  College.  To  be 
sure,  we  have  less  eth- 
nic diversity  than  we 
shall  have  in  the  fu- 
ture, but  our  student 
body  is  about  evenly 
divided  between  men 
and  women  who  come 
from  all  parts  of  the 
country  with  different 
socio-economic  back- 
grounds, and  with  dif- 
ferent belief  and  value 
systems.

Next  came  a  C.C. 
women's  volleyball 
game;  and  although  we 
lost,  the  commitment 
and  enthusiasm  of 
these  student  athletes 
were  inspiring.  The 
evening  concluded 
with  a  senior  music 
recital  at  which  the  vo- 
calist and  pianist  gave 
a  performance  worthy 
of  the  professional 
stage.

"Grading  is  grim!," 
declared  Bill  Weida, 
economics  professor. 

His  venture  into 
teaching  was  not 
planned.  After  graduat- 
ing from  the  Air  Force 
Academy  and  receiving 
his  Master's  degree  from 
UCLA,  Weida  went  to  Vi- 
etnam to  fly  combat  mis- 
sions for  a  year.  He  was 
offered  the  choice  of 
staying  to  be  in  charge 
of  the  coastal  area,  or 
returning  to  be  an  in- 
structor at  the  Academy. 

After  choosing  to 
return  to  the  States,  he 
discovered  that  he  en- 
joyed teaching,  and 
remained  at  the  Acad- 
emy for  several  years. 

Seven  years  after 
earning  his  doctorate  he 
left  the  Academy  to 
work  at  the  Pentagon 
researching  underde- 
veloped nations. 

Weida  became  a 
professor  at  Colorado 
College  in  1985,  and 
claimed,    "if   teaching 


ever  stops  being  fun,  I'll 
stop  doing  it!" 

Born  and  raised  in 
Idaho,  Weida  retreated 
to  his  home  there  when 
not  teaching  summer 
classes  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versity. He  decribed 
himself  as  a  "the  high 
mountain  desert  type." 

Weida  enjoyed 
time  relaxing  ,  reading, 
researching,  or  working 
on  his  many  projects. 

He  also  enjoyed 
mountain  biking,  skiing, 
Green  Peace  Activities, 
and  being  a  blacksmith. 

While  he  lived  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  he 
was  the  head  smith  at  a 
colonial  town  square. 

As  a  faculty  mem- 
ber he  was  the  Honor 
Council  Faculty  Advisor 
and  supported  the  idea 
of  a  new  campus  cafe. 

He  was  an  advocate 
of  the  nine  block  year, 
and  hoped  to  see  social 
life  expanded  beyond 
the  Greek  system.

Volunteering  Options 


The  Center  for  Com- 
munity Service  premiered 
with  a  campaign  encour- 
aging students  to  "Pledge 
to  Make  Time''  for  volun- 
teer service.  The  grand 
opening  was  highly  suc- 
cessful, with  students  and 
faculty  pledging  thou- 
sands of  hours  of  volun- 
teer work. 

The  idea  for  creating 
such  a  center  evolved 
from  the  Advisory  Board 
on  Leadership.  The  Board 
wanted  to  foster  leader- 
ship skills  in  students. 

Through  the  practi- 
cal application  of  their 
abilities,  students  could 
develop  strong  leadership 
qualities  and  become  in- 
volved in  Colorado 
Springs,  making  a  posi- 
tive impact  on  the  com- 


munity. 

The  El  Pomar  Foun- 
dation made  the  Center  a 
reality  with  a  three-year 
seed  grant  of  $45,000. 

Kim  Grassmeyer 
directed  the  center,  after 
having  served  for  three 
years  as  the  Assistant  Di- 
rector of  the  Career  Cen- 
ter. She  held  a  Master's 
Degree  in  Higher  Educa- 
tion Administration  and  in 
Public  Administration. 
Georgi  Kelley  and  Delores 
Haynes  assisted  Kim 
through  the  Work-Study 
program. 

The  first  goal  of  the 
many  set  by  Grassmeyer 
was  to  support  the  Volun- 
teer Network,  which  or- 
ganized the  efforts  of  Circle 
K,  Habitat  for  Humanity, 
ENACT,  K.E.E.P.,  Seekers, 


Volunteer    Action,    and 
Sheltered  Lives. 

Students  who 
wished  to  volunteer  indi- 
vidually or  in  independ- 
ent groups  could  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  Center's 
resources,  as  well.  Grass- 
meyer connected  organi- 
zations needing  assistance 
with  students  wanting  to 
work. 

The  third  goal  of  the 
Center  was  to  provide  a 
medium  for  interaction 
between  students,  faculty, 
and  staff. 

Grassmeyer  was 
optimistic  from  the  begin- 
ning that  the  Center  would 
be  a  success,  and  its  pur- 
poses would  grow  and 
change  throughout  its 
existence.

Sharing  Talents

The  Theme  Houses 
were  the  epitomy  of 
Doing  it  -  C.C.  style 

because  the  residents 
actively  expressed  their 
beliefs  and  ideas. 

Theme  houses 
consisted  of  students 
interested  in  a  common 
cause,  livingtogetherto 
host  workshops  and 
activities,  and  to  inform 
other  students  about 
their  theme. 

The  two  theme 
houses  were  "Heaven 
Can  Wait"  and  the 
P.A.T.H.  (People  and 
Their  Homes)  House.

Johnstone,  the  "Heaven 
Can  Wait"  House's  goal 
was  to  "make  the  cam- 
pus aware  of  what  it  is 
like  to  age." 

The  house  achieved 
this  end  with  speakers, 
movies,  a  hospice  train- 
ing program,  and  an 
activity  called  "Adopt-a- 
Grandparent. " 

Through  this  last 
program  any  student 
could  adopt  people  at 
the  Sunnyvale  nursing 
Home  as  a  "grandpar- 
ents" and  spend  time 
with  them  throughout 
the  year.  This  bene- 
fited both  the  grandpar- 


ents and  students  by 
helping  each  to  under- 
stand the  other's  gen- 
eration. 

P.A.T.H.  House,  as 
Liz  Tuohy  explained, 
had  the  goal  of  "study- 
ing or  focusing  on  the 
relationship  with  the 
Earth  we  live  on.  We 
examine  both  sides  of 
an  issue  and  the  differ- 
ent groups  involved."

The  language 
houses,  nestled  to- 
gether on  Wood  Ave- 
nue, promoted  fluency 
in  foreign  languages  - 
an  integral  facet  of  lib- 
eral arts  and  sciences. 

Students  who 
wished  to  practice  the 
languages  in  which  they 
were  proficient,  but 
could  not  spend  a 
semester  or  year  in  the 
country  where  the  lan- 
guage was  spoken, 
opted  to  live  in  a  lan- 
guage house.  The  Max 
Kade  German  House  de- 
scribed their  year  as 
"huge.''  The  house  itself 
provided  ample  room 
for  its  eighteen  resi- 
dents and  the  numer- 
ous activities  they  spon- 
sored.

The  Oktoberfest, 
perhaps  the  best- 
known  German  festival, 
was  celebrated  enthu- 
siastically. They  also 
celebrated  German  Hal- 
loween, Christmas,  and 
The  Carnival.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Max  Kade 
House  also  sponsored 
several  speakers  and 
performers,  varying 
from  a  pianist  who  sur- 
vived Auschwitz,  to  a 
speaker  on  concentra- 
tion camps. 

The  Russian  house 
was  much  smaller  than 
the  German  house,  but 
its  residents  were  just 
as  busy.  In  its  second 
year,  the  Russian  house 
made  a  cultural  impact 
on  the  college  commu- 
nity.    It  also  attracted 


the  the  attention  of 
three  families  that  emi- 
grated from  the  Soviet 
Union. 

The  Russian  house 
sponsored  such  events 
as  avant-garde  meetings 
and  expositions  of 
poetry,  music,  and  art. 

Spanish  House 
consisted  of  10  stu- 
dents. While  in  the 
house,  students  usually 
practiced  their  speak- 
ing skills.  The  house 
used  a  variety  of  dia- 
lects of  Spanish  from 
Mexico,  Latin  America, 
and  Spain. 

The  house  spon- 
sored cultural  events  for 
the  students  such  as 
movies  in  Spanish  and 
Latin  American  meals. 
It  was  not  uncommon 
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to  have  a  visiting  pro- 
fessor come  and  talk  to 
the  residents.  At  Christ- 
mas time  they  sang 
carols  in  Spanish. 

French  was  the  only 
house  on  campus  to 
have  the  house  be  filled 
with  only  women,  al- 
though men  were  wel- 
come to  live  there. 
Some  events  during  the 
year  included  a  Christ- 
mas party,  a  speaker 
about  her  African  trip, 
and  a  play  by  Antonio 
Skarmeta. 

Once  a  week  in 
Bemis  Exile  room,  stu- 
dents gathered  and: 
spoke  only  in  French 
during  dinner.  The  other 
foreign  languages  also 
held  these  language 
tables.
